AN IMPOKTAN1 DOCUMENT. 


The repor iof the executive com- 


mittee of the state laoor convention, 
which met in Chicaga March 26 and 
27 last, has been completed, and the 
last signature was attached Tuesday. 
The report is s lengthy document, 
and goes in detail into the particu- 
lars of the struggle which the labor 
organizations of Illinois Lave had in 
their endeavors to have their prin- 
ciples indorsed by the conventions 
of the two great political parties. 


March 26,1884, there was a dele- 


gate convention held in Chicago 
which represented all the 
labor 


unions ,and 
other' 
organizations, 


Knights of Labor and other kindred 
societies throughout the state. Geo. 
Rodgers, of Chicago, was chairman, 
and H. A. Coffeen, of Danville, and 
Daniel McLanghliu, of Braidwood, 
vice presidents. A platform was 
adopted which demanded: 


The total abolitionof convict labor: 


the establishrneot of boards of arbit- 
ration to settle disputes between em 
ployers and employes; the enactment 
of an eight-hour law, an efficent ap- 
prentice law, and a child labor law; 
the enforcement of the laws relating 
to mine ventilation; the abolition of 
the La Salle "black laws." and a 
change in the assessment of mort- 
gaged real estate; weekly payments 
of wages and the total abolition of 
the "truck" system; the abolition of 
land monopoly; the enactment of a 
law against grain or provision "cor> 
ners," and of one incorporating labor 
organizations. 
Lastly, a more com- 


plete control of railroads in the inter- 
est of the public, and the appoint 
ment of inspectors of workshops and 
habitations, food, drink, and drugs. 


A committee, consisting of J. F. 


Quinn, O. W. Kowan, M. E. Carroll, 
David Bumbach, M. L. Crawford, 
and John Pierson, was appointed to 
present this platform to the two state 
conventions at Pearia, and the follow- 
ing resolution passed: 


Resolved, That a committee of three 


be appointed by this convention t) 
present to the republican and demo- 
cratic state conventions a copy of the 
declarations of principles here adopt- 
ed and ask their incorporation into 
the platforms of both parties. And 
in case of their rejection by one par- 
ty and adoption by another, the 
workingmen or the state pledge 
themselves to cast their ballots for 
the candidates of the party accepting 
them. In case of the refusal of both 
parties to accept them, the charuian 
of the executive committee is hereby 
to reconvene this convention for the 
purpose of putting independent can- 
didates in the field. 


An executive committee, consisting

Cameron, John B Murphy, and Oscar 
Williamson of Chicago, George Nefi' 
of 8[>ringneld,J. W. Shipley of Mor 
ris.Walter Perry of Bartonville, Fred 
Obst of Belleville, and Lewis Biblf 
of Jilftirvy vne report, df me otlier'com" 
mittee, and in turn issue a report to 
the various trades unions of the state 
It is this rspjrt which has just been 
completed, signed by all of the mem- 
bers of the executive committee, aud 
will shortly be printed and ready for 
distribution. 


The report opens with a description 


of the reception which the committee 
received at the republican state con- 
vention. It says that the committee 
went there but were denied the priv- 
ilege of presenting their claims upon 
the floor of the contention.

Governor in 1830, at wliich time the Re- 
publicans polled 47,848, the Democrats, 
21.245, and the Greenbackers, 15,000. At 
eleven p. m. returns from seventy towns 
Klva| Pingree, 
Republican, for Governor, 


14,000; Keddington, Democrat, 0,764; scat- 
tering, 119; Republican 
plurality, 7,236. 


These towns in 1880 gave Farnham, Repub- 
lican, 1B.774; Phelps, Democrat, 7,590; 
scattering, 174; Rapublican plurality, 9,178. 
The decrease in the Republican plurality of 
this year over 1880 In these seventy towns 
Is 1,943.
